Dubuque, Ia:, Dec. 24.—[Special.}—Mrs. 
Leslie M. Shaw will decide whether or not 
lowa’s present Chief Executive will be the 
next Secretary of the Treasury... 

Governor Shas is willing to accept the 
Cabinet position offered by President Roose- 
velt, but refused to state so publicly until he 
could consult his wife: When she makes 
her decision the formal announcement of the 
impending change will come. 

That the leaving of the question to Mrs. 
Shaw is no mere formality is cértain, and it 
is by no means positive that the first woman 
in Iowa will see sufficient attraction in the 
social distinction, within her reach to over- 
come the disadvantages it contains. | 


Says Offer Is Under Consideration. 
In a statement. given out for publication 
this evening Governor Shaw said: “I have 
been asked informally if I would accept the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury in case a 
‘formal tender of the position was made to 
me, I now. have the matter under consid- 


| eration and will give my answer without 


any unnecessary delay.” 


Meets Allison and ‘Henderson. 
Governor. Shaw arrived here this morning 
and for several hours was in conference 
with Senator Allison and Speaker Hender- 
son, returning to Des Moines on the after- 
noon train. He did not register at a hotel, 


buque known only to the two statésmen. 

At the conclusion of the conference Gov- 
ernor Shaw Went directly to his train, and 
both Senator Allison and Speaker Hender- 
son stated that they were not at liberty to 
talk on the result of the conference. 

Governor Shaw has taken into considera- 
tion in studying. the matter the expense 
attached to the social ‘obligations of a 
Cabinet officer and the inadequate remunera- 
tion which the government offers for such 
an officer's services, but it is believed the 
distinction of such a position is more al- 
luring than an at least temporary retire- 
ment to private lite in his home city, and 
that he will announce his acceptance of the 
Treasuryship in a few days. 

Acceptance Believed Certain. 

Washington, D. C., Dee. 24.—[Special. ]— 
No doubt is expressed at the White Houseas 
to the probable accéptance by Governor 
Leslie M. Shaw of the offer made to him to 
become Secretary of the Treasury. 3 

This offer was telegraphed, it is under- 
stood, to Senator Allison and was communi- 
cated by him to the Governor during the 
conference between the two men at Dubuque. 
Senator Allison’s response 18 known to be of 
such a character as to indicate that Gov- 
ernor Shaw ‘will accept. 

The premature announcement of a speedy 
vacancy resulted in a telegraphic request to 
Governor Crane to come on here, which he 
did last Friday. On Monday his declination 


offer to Governor Shaw was made by wire. 


Announcement Soon to Come. 
From the present out ook the prorpective 
vacancy already has been filled, and all this 
within a week after the actual announce- 
ment that Mr. Gage would retire. 

Secretary Gage has left the time af his go- 
ing entirely in the hands of the President, 
which means that G:vernor Shaw can ar- 
range matters to, suit himself, provided he 
comes on here in the next month or six weeks. 

The selection of Governor Shaw: now is con- 
sidered as a positive notice that Seeretary 
Wilson will retire sooner or later. It does 
not follow that he will go at once, but it has 
not been customary to give any one State two 
Cabinet places. Attorney General Knox and 
Postmester G-neral Smith were both from 
Pennsylvania, but the Attorney General was 
not selected by President McKiniey until the 


his positive inténtion of retiring. For this 
reason it is bellev’d that the Secrétary of 
Agriculture will retire, and, in fact, it ig said 
his res'gnation is now. in the hands of the 
Prezident, although this is not ac mitted offi- 
clally. 


“No Missourian to,Have a Place. 

The location of two of the new Cabinet offi- 
cers in Iowa and Wisconsin is said to pre- 
clude the possibility of Secretary Hitchcock 
remaining in the Cabinet, or any other Mis- 
souri man being chosen in his place. 

It is believed the President will not care 
to take sides as between Kerens and Hitch- 
cock in Missourl, between Beveridge and 
Fairbanks in Indiana, or between Hanna and 
Foraker in Ohio. For this reason it is as- 
sumed that the Secretary of the Interior 
will come from some Rocky Mountain State 
and the Secretary of Agriculture from the 
Pacifie slope or some Southern State. 


McCleary Praises Governor. 
In discussing the appointment of Shaw 
Representative McCleary of Minnesota said: 
„The Governor is in every way well fitted 
for the position, and will prove a worthy 
successor of Secretary Gage. He knows men 


with national finance. te is a man of the 
highest character and Of rare ability. He 
has the affectionate regard of the Northwest 
and the confidence of the leading men of the 
entire country. 

Finde we cannot keep Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith and Secretary Gage longer in the 
positions which they have 80 admirably 
filled, the President is to be congratulated 
on securing such exceptionally able men as 
Henry C. Payne and Leslie M. —

I ar- 
rived at their home about 4 o'clock in the

me at Mrs. Foy’s, and after I left there I 
also recollect drinking the one glass of liquor 
I called for in the saloon. I remember not H- 
ing else except that I became worse and 
asked permission to remain at the table 
where I was seated until I recovered suffi- 
ciently to continue on my way home. 

I do not recollect speaking to or seeing 
any one else after I left Mrs. Foy's until [ 
found myself in the police station. I also 
lost two keys to boxes in a safety deposit

Police Work on Case.

herself returned the diamonds to the cham- 
ois skin bag in which they had been, and 
Mrs. Hunt then placed the bag in a small 
satchel which hung from a fancy belt. 

At the saloon at Madison and Sangamon 


streets the bartender admitted that Mrs. 


Hunt had been there. This was early in the 
evening. 

The theory of the police 1s that Mrs. Hunt 
was given drugged liquor somewhere and 
that she was followed by the persons who 


robbed her 
Although the victim said she had walked 


from the Foy home to the Madison street 
saloon the soles of her shoes were clean 
and her skirts were free from mud. 

The detectives say that the streets were 
in such condition that had Mrs. Hunt 
walked even ‘a block her shoes and the bot- 
tom of her skirts would bear evidence to this 
effect. The police declare that if the dia- 
monds were stolen by ordinary thieves they’ 
would also have taken the woman’s money. 


to Keep It Secret. | 

Mrs. Hunt's detention in a police station 
greatly affected her, and she seemed to re- 
alize her predicament fully. She begged that 
the matter be kept a secret, and every effort 
was made by the police to suppress the facts. 
Her name was not placed on the books, and 
the detectives at work on the case denied 
any knowledge of the women. 

Mr. Hunt, the woman's husband, was ap- 
pointed United States Consul to Antigua 
by President McKinley.

Because a girl returned to him a Christmas 
present he had sent to her, Charles B. Mar- 
tin; a manufacturer in the Mevicker's Thea - 
ter Building; called upon her and shot him- 
self in her presence. He was taken to the 
County Jail Hospital, where he declined to 
talk of the affair further than to say it was 
an accident. Then he became unconscious, 
At 2 o’clock this morning the physicians said 
they would be able some time today to state 
whether he would live or die. 

The girl is Miss Berna Michaux of 628 
Claremont avenue. The shooting occurred 
in the private office of Angel & Co., 512-516 
Champlain Building. Miss Michaux declined 
to discuss the affair, but her acquaintances 
said that Martin had threatened to take his 
life before, but she considered his threat a 
joke. 

Martin lives at 510 Washington street. He 
is engaged in the manufacture of artificial 
limbs. Several years ago he lost both of 
his legs below 
cident, and has ce then worn limbs of his 
own manufacture. He is unmarried. 


Sends Back Christmas Gift. 
The story of the shooting as told by em- 
ployés of Angel & Co. is that during the 
morning Martin sent a Christmas package 
to Miss Michaux. She snipped the string, 


opened, the package, glanced at the card ¢ 


the. or, and then wrapped up the box. 
After a moment Miss Michaux called 32 
Brown, another employé6, to her, and asked

her to take the gift back to the donor. This 


was done. 

We were all working in the office tn the 
afternoon, as usual,“ said Mrs. C. H. Thomas, 
an employé, “ when Mr. Martin came in. 
He appeared calm, and asked Miss Michaux 
if he might see her for a few minutes along. 
She took him into the private office. The. 
two were there but a few moments when we 
heard Miss Michaux scream. A second later 
the shot was fired and we heard some one 
fall. 

Frank Smith, one of the partners, was in 
an adjoining room, and rushed toward the 
door. He tried to force it open, but found 
that Martin was leaning against it. He then 
broke the glass, and Martin staggered to the 
other end of the room. When he reached 
the other side he fell to the floor. 

We all ran into the room. The revolver 
was on the floor near the door. Miss Michaux 
was in a hysterical condition. Persons tn 
neighboring offices called policemen. When 
they arrived Miss Michaux told them that 
Martin had threatened to shoot her and that 
when she screamed he had turned the 8 * 
volver upon himself.“ 

Wounded Man Says Accident.“ 

Upon the statement of Miss Michaux the 
police took Martin to the County Jail Hos- 
pital. An examination disclosed that the 
bullet had pierced the abdomen and had 
then taken an upward course, going through 
the lungs. The police attempted to get a 
statement from Martin, but he refused to 
talk more than to say accident,“ and final- 
ly fell into an unconscious state, in which 
he has been ever since. 

Miss Michaux was taken to her home. She 
was seen there last night, but refused to 
say anything with regard to the affair volun- 


tarily. She admitted that there had been 


some trouble between her and Martin, but 
would not say what it was. The trouble, 
she said, had occurred some time ago and 
was not of a nature which would prompt 
such anger as she says was exhibited by 
Martin. 

When Lieutenant Cudmore of the Central 
Detail Police heard of Martin’s serious con- 
dition last night, two policemen were sent 
to the County Jail Hospital to see if a state 
ment could not+be obtained from him, bat 
he was in no condition to talk. The police 
think Martin’s earlier statement that the 
shooting was accidental is peculiar. They 
say that f he went to the office with a re- 
volver and drew it, it would appear that 
it was with the Intention of shooting some- 
body. 

Miss Michaux is manager of the firm ot 
Angel & Co. Their business is the dyéing of 
feathers. 


Overwork Leads to Suicide. 

Weary from catering to the demande of « 
holiday-shopping public, James Todd, Vice 
President of the Towle Manufacturing com- 
pany, silversmiths, and a member of the 
Chicago Athletic association, bought two 
Christmas presents for himself. On one of 
these, a sofa pillow, she rested his aching 
head. Through the other, a rubber tube, he 
inhaled gas until he died. 

While this was taking place his wife, whe 
had been visiting in the East, was n 
home to spend Christmas with her husband. 
Mrs. Todd arrived in the city at 4 Occlock 
yesterday afternoon. Her husband’s body 
had been found in the Towle company’s of 
fices, 149-153 State street, in the morning. 


Overwork the Cause of It. 
Overwork Is the cause ascribed for the sui. 
cide. During the holdiay rush Mr. Todd was 
at his office early and late, and in the last 
few days had complained of a pain in his 
head.

Mr. Todd, who resided in La Grange and 


fis said to have been wealthy, was seen alive 
on Monday night, when his confidential clerk. 


Frank Hull, left him in the office. Apparent 


ly. Mr. Todd was in good spirits. 

“I may not come down-town tomorrow,’ 
he ‘said, *‘ and if I do not just let the business 
run itself fora day. The rusn is ove! 
and 1 am tired.” 

Apparently, as soon as Mr. Hull left thy 
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office, Mr. Todd began preparations for tak - 
ing his lite. The rubber tube was attached 
to a gas burner and then passed through 
a keyhole. To make sure that it would 
not slip, the tube was supported in two 
places by twine that had been fastened to the 
wall with tacks. At the lower end the tube 
was fastened against the wall, a few inches 
frem the floor, by more twine. * 

The preparations completed, Mr. Todd ap- 
parently removed his coat and shoes and 
hung his collar end tie on a nail nearby and 
then turned on the gas. 

When the body was found it was stretched 
on the floor, the head on the pillow, and the 
nostrils close to the rubber tube. The body 
was taken to Rolston’s, 22 Adams street, and 
friends of the family at once made arrange- 
ments to break the news to Mrs. Todd, who 
Was to reach Chicago on a Lake Shore train 
at 4 o'clock. Half a dozen friends inter- 
cepted the train at Niles, Mich., and on ar- 
rival in Chicago conducted Mrs. Todd to her 
home in La Grange. 

The woman, sobbing and hysterical, could 
think of no motive for the suicide. Her hus- 
band, she said, had written her only a few 
days ago saying that he was counting the 
minutes until her return. 

“Mr. Todd unquestionably. was over- 
worked,“ said Clerk Hull, and the strain 
probably unbalanced his mind. I have 
knowledge that his business affairs were 
flourishing and his domestic life was (deal. 


‘On Sunday Mr. Todd went out to the family 


residence in La Grange and superintended 
the work of putting the house in order for his 
wife's return. He often mentioned his wife. 
Mr. Todd was 52 years old and well-to-do. 
Besides being Vice President of the Towle 
company, he was interested in various other 
enterprises and owned considerable real es- 
tate. He had lived in Chicago for seventeen 
years.”’ 

7 Greek Jumps Into the River. 

Another suicide in which Christmas played 
a part had for its victim William Bila of 151 
Larrabee street. During the rush hours of 
the morning, when Clark street bridge was 
crowded, Bila rushed wildly through the 
throng and leaped over the railing into the 
river. The body was recovered by the fire- 
boat Illinois. 

Bila was 82 years old and a Greek. He 
had been out of work for several weeks and 
was despondent. A few Gays ago he con- 
fided his troubies to a friend. 

“The holidays are coming, but they bring 
no happiness for me,“ he said. “‘ When oth- 
ere are presents to their loved ones 
1 shall have nothing to give. Christmas is 
only a mockery to me.“ 


Plans for Suicide Fail. 


Despondent over the prospect of spending 
Christmas eve out in the cold, without 
money or friends, two men planned to end 
their existence in the morning. The night 
before they had spent sleeping in a hallway. 
Both were without means. The men were 
James McCormick and Albert Clark. The 
former is now locked up at the East Chi- 
cago Avenue Police Station, and as a result 
of his attempt to swallow the contents of a 
bottle containing carbolic acid he will have 
to answer to a charge of dtsorderly conduct 
tomorrow morning. His companion 18 still 
free. 
McCormick entered a drug store at On- 
tario and Clark streets and purchased car- 
bolic acid. Then he raised the bottle to- 
wards his lips, but before he could drink it 
he was seized by the druggist.- At that time 
Policeman Jeremiah Carey passed, and the 
Griggist summoned him. Carey took the 
poison from the man, and after hearing his 
story looked for his companion, but he was 
not to be seen. 
+ McCormick said he came to Chicago from 
Ontario, Canada, where his relatives died 
recently. Since that time he has sought 
work in vain, and becoming despondent had 
planned with Clark, whom he met, to end. 
their lives. 


AGED MAN FIRES BLINDLY 


AND WOUNDS ASSAILANT. 


Attacked from Behind on Dark Stair- 
way of Home, 240 Orleans Street, He 


Struggling in the dark last evening with 
an unknown assailant, who was slowly 
Strangling him, aged Anton Nelson declares 
he grasped a revolver in his coat pocket and 
fired blindly. The grip about his throat in- 
stantly was relaxed, and a form fell to the 
Stairway on which the men were strug- 


ung, and rolled half way to the bottom. 


Lights were brought by the residents of 
the house who had heard the scuffie, and Ed- 
Ward Prendergast was found lying uncon- 
scious with a bullet wound in the right eye. 
Physicians, hastily summoned, pronounced 
the wound serious. 

The shooting occurred in the home of Nel- 
son, who is a retail coal dealer. He resides 
on the second floor of 240 Orleans street, 
while hie place of business is in the base- 
ment of 238 Orleans street. Last evening at 
8 o'clock, Nelson, who is 78 years old, mount- 
ed the stairs leading to his home. He had 
been accosted a few minutes before by a 
group of men, of whom Prendergast was 
one. They had demanded several bottles 
of wine, which the old man was carrying, 
and on his refusal to give them up had 
threatened him. 

The police were summoned, but before 
their arrival the friends of the wounded 
man had returned and were threatening 
Nelson. On their arrival the police found 
the door locked, while behind it Nelson could 
be heard shouting his determination to kill 
the first man who attempted to enter. 

The policemen forced the door open. Nel- 
en was found crouching in a bedroom, 
and, as Captain Revere entered, he raised 
his revolver, The weapon was taken away 
after a struggle and Nelson placed under 
arrest. John Whalen, a companion of Pren- 
— is. sought as being concerned in the 


A score of witnesses were taken to the 
station and closely questioned by Inspector 
Mieideimeier and Captain Revere, who are 
undecided as to the cause of the shooting. 
Nelson is said to have had trouble with 
Prendergast on several occasions. Twice 
within a year attempts have been made to 
hold up Nelson in his office. ,

I—An 
elopement which caused a stir throughout 
this city took place from South Bend last 
Saturday and ended in the marriage of 
George L. Cassaday, aged 18 years, to Miss 
Carrie Horein, aged about 20. Because of 
the standing of the groom's parents—his fa- 
ther befag Vicé President of the South Bend 
Chilled Plow company, one of the 
concerns of its kind in the worid—the elope- 
ment caused a sensation. 

Young Cassaday fell in love with Miss 
Herein, who was a chambermaid, it is said, 
In a local hotel last summer. His relatives 
discovered that something was amiss, and an 
investigation revealed the facts of the case. 

Young Cassaday found it impossible to se- 
oure a marriage license in this city, and so 
the journey to Niles, Mich., was planned. 

Soon after the eloping couple left the city 
@ sister of the groom learned of her brother's 
intention, and immediately went to Niles, 
but arrived too late, the ceremony having 
been. completed by the Rev. Charles Ager. 
It ie stated that a scene followed the arrival 
of the sister, but the trio came back to South 
Bend together on an afternoon train. 

G. Burr Cassaday, the father of the groom, 
was angry when he learned that his efforts 
to prevent the m had proven of no 
avail, and he will take legal steps to have the 
marriage annulled.

South Side Line Shows What 
Can Be Done Even at 
Busy Period. 


OFFENDER FOR A WHILE. 


Then More Trains Are Put on 


and Straps Cease to Be at

The horrors of Christmas shopping, when 
you ride home on the cable,” were experi- 
enced be thousands of passengers on South 
Side lines yesterday afternoon. | 

The fact that the systems of the Chicago 
City railw company are conceded to be 
infinitely better than those of the Union 
Traction company was small consolation to 
the passenger, who was end man on the 
first step and who tried to hang on to the 
hand guard, while he balanced a Christmas 
tree out over the street. 

And if the man on the step above him, who 
was almost gagged by having a wreath of . 
holly thruét into his mouth, was in a state 
to pass a Merry Christmas it was not 
‘that he felt any the merrier because the holi- 
day was near. As for the woman who was 
partly inside the doorway and partly on the 
platform, who had the drumstick of aturkey . 
stuck Gown her throat, while her own pur- 
chases were being pressed into an unrecog- 
nigable mass—ehe had nothing at all to say 
of the “merry day. 

That le the way they went home yesterday, 
when they had to depend on the cahle. While 
they were doing the best they could on t 
South Side, the West Side cable trains qul 
business entirely for a half-hour and took a 


rest. 
Justice in a Milk Wagon. 


Among the irate passengers who waited 
vainly for a train to come in sight was Jus- 
tice James Dooley, who had to get to his 
courtroom, When it was plainly evident 
that the cable was out of business for an in- 
definite period the justice hired a milk 
wagon. Even then the fates were against 
the justice, as the wagon lost a wheel before 
it had gone three blocks. 5 

The milk wagon driver issued a transfer to 
a carriage standing in front of a residence 
and the justice completed his journey in that, 
the coachman not knowing uni he reached 
the justice court that he was not driving his

Car Lines Alone Stand Still. 

It was when the cable system was applied 
to the needs of Christmas shoppers that its 
defects were shown in strong relief. While 
every buginess industry in the city has been 
developing and increasing its capacity. to 
care for more people, while State street 
has doubled its capabilities for taking care of 
crowds, and while the crowds have increased 
by thousands, the cable system is just about 
what it was ten ears ago. , 

An investigation of the State street cable 
line was made during the afternoon by re- 
porters for Tun Trisuns. During the 
hours between 4 and 7, while the struggling 
shoppers were fighting their way home, a 
record of trains and the number of passeng- 
gers they carried was taken at Harrison and 
8 just beyond the retail. business 


Lesson in Profit. 


The investigation showed that the Chi- 
cago City railway company gets its share 
of the “ unearned increment ’’ of the street 
car business in 1 Strap holders and 
platform passengers furnish the unearned 
merement to this company as well as to 
the Union Traction company. Because the 
system is operated better the ‘‘ increment ”’ 
is not so large as that which the Union 
Traction company derives from its over- 
crowded cars, but it is large beyond all 


reason. 

In State street the Chicago City railway 
company shows at once the defects and the 
cemedy for them, so far as they can be 
semedied short of the actual abolition of 
the system. When the company put on its 
extra cars during the hour oft rush work 
the “ unearned ‘increment’’ was cut down 
to proportions that would not have aroused 
protest. 


Evils and the Remedy. 


In the following comparative tables the 
remedy for overcrowding cars is shown at a 


glance:

The comparison represents two periods of 
ten minutes each. In the first period five 
trains were run, each of a grip and two 
trailers. In the second fourteen trains were 
run, each of a grip and one trailer. The first 
train can carry about seventy-five passen- 
gers and give them fair chances of getting 
seats, including those on the grip. The sec- 
ond train can carry about fifty passengers in 
comfort. f 

Under the first schedule every train but 
one was overcrowded. Under the second 
schedule none was. . 

The examination of the State street line 
only served to strengthen the proposition 
that better service is a matter of more caro 
smaller trains and fuller schedules. ‘ 

It the Chicago City railway company can 
operate a train every half minute in the 
busiest street in Chicago, in the busiest hour 
of the busiest season, the same thing can be 
done at any other time by any other com- 
pany. And experience seems to show that 
with a train coming every half minute there 
will not be overcrowded cars.

ACCUSED OF BOLD FRAUD 


PRISONER SUSPECTED OF “ SELL- 
ING” THE MASONIC TEMPLE. 


J. A. Perry, Alias Ransom Kuapp, Is 
Lecked Up and Police Think Him 
the Man Who Asked 812, % but 
Took $400 for the Big Building— 
Said to Be Implicated in Fraudulent 
Check Svwindles—Is; Given a Bad 


The man who wanted to sell the Masonic 


Temple for $12,000, but compromised with a 
farmer for $400 cash down, may be in cus- 
tody. Such is the theory of the police. The 
prisoner is J. A. Perry, alias Ransom Knapp. 
With his pockets filled with blank checks, 
certificates of mining stock, and legal docu- 
ments, Perry was arrested yesterday by De- 
tectives McMullen and Rooney of the En- 
ewood Station. He is being held without 
king, awaiting developments, though the 
police say they have evidence to convict him 
of forgery and passing worthless checks. 
In the last year Perry has not been in Chi- 
cago, according to his own statements. He 
admitted he spent some time at Quincy, IIL, 


where he was set to work on the municipal 


stone pile as punishment for fraudulent land 
deals. 


At one time he was recognized as a suc+ 
cessful business-man in Englewood, when 
he was in the real estate business with E. 8. 
Latimer. Then he disappeared and did not 
return for some time. 


Perry Forced to Leave Chicago.

CLEARING-HOUSE. 


— 


Bylaw Which Goes Inte Effect, One 


Week Hence Win Affect Some listi- 
tutlons Which Accept Deposits but 

Which Are Parts of Other Bnter- 

and Department Store New Form 
Of stamp an Checks. 


Twelve or more of the private banking 
houses of the gity are to give up their active 
Clearing-House connections one week.from 
today as a result of the proposed enforce- 
ment of bylaws adopted by the Chicago 
Clearing-House. One of these bylaws 
makes a sharp distinction in the term 
“bank.” ‘The Clearing-House committee, 
which has charge of the principal business 
affairs of the association, has inclined to the 
position that some of the institutions which 
in the past have had Clearing-House priv- 
Ueges are not banks. 

Included in the category of the inetitu- 
tions which some of the principal men in the 
Clearing-House think are not banks, though 
they accept deposits, are two department 
stores, some real estate brokers, a clothing 
house, and some private bankers. 
institutions are regarded as entirely differ- 


ent In their mode of operation and manage- 


ment from the regularly organised State and 
national banks. | 


Regular Reports Required. 


The nationad and State banking laws pro- 


vide for regular and periodical examinations 
to be made by official examiners, and, fur- 
thermore, that the benke shall make reports 
fouf or five times a year. They are called 
upon to make these reports without being 
previously advised of the date, 0 that they 
cannot foretell the exact time when they will 
recelve a request for a statement. 

It was the object of the <hanges in the 
treatment of non-member batiks by the Chi- 
cago Clearing-House to follow more closely 
the attitude adopted by the New York Clear- 
ing-House. It is said that the New York or- 
ganization watches the condition of ite non- 
member banks with greater care than any 
other similar organization in the world, The 
advantage of a close supervision is that if a 
panic or monetary disturbance should our, 
the Clearing-House committee, composed ad- 
mittedly of representatives of several of the 
strongest and largest banks would know 
just what ought to be done. 


Some Objections Made. 

All banks that are regular members of the 
Clearing- House agree that an examiner 1 
be allowed to inspect their accounts when- 
ever it shall be deemed desirable by the com- 
mittee to do so. The Clearing-House com- 
mittee felt that it should have authority to 
ask statements also from non-member banks 
which clear through members. 

The two department stores which want to 
be cleared for would not make statements of 
assets and liabilities, as required by the new 
rules. One clothing house said its entire 
capital was invested in merchandise, cash, 
and good accounts. Two of the private and 
real estate bankers showed no capital at ail, 
while eleven showed too small a capital or 
had their capital too largely invested in real 
estate to be considered commercial bankers. 
The Clearing-Mouse committee feared that 
to give a to these applications would 
be establishing for them a credit to which 
they May or may not be entitled. 


Two Plans Proposed. 


The committee suggested two plans for the 

settlement of the dilemma. One was to per- 
mit the existing practice of allowing mem- 
bers to clear for whom they like, in which 
case members would be liable; the other 
course was to restrict the privileges, as is 
done in New York, where non-members must 
render statements, submit to examinations, 
and pay $500 annually, which precluded the 
application of firms whose business was too 
small to warrant such expenditure. It was 
not proposed at any time to apply this to con- 
cerns not in the banking business, like 7 
press and railroad companies, whose clear- 
ing direct is a convenience to members. 
The amount asked for clearing privileges 
was reduced, however, at a subsequent meet- 
ing of the association, at which it was de- 
cided that outside banks with a capital of 
$50,000 would be charged $150 annually for 
clearing conveniences, and those that have 
over $50,000 capital would have to meet an 
annual charge of $250. 

Some of the small concerns that had been 
having clearing conveniences felt that their 
business was too small to justify them in 
meeting this expense. The institutions of 
the kind enumerated above, which the mem- 
bers of the committee believe are not prop- 
erly banks and cannot be called such, can 
still obtain clearing privileges by having 
the following: 
“This check, if desired, will de paid at 
the bank, when presented through the 
Chicago Clearing- House. Under those con- 
ditions the individual banks would assume 
the responsibility for the condition of the 
concerns. 


SHOOTS WIFE AND SON, THEN 
ENDS LIFE AT DAUGHTER’S. 


Man Returns from Oklahoma to Wastes 
Center, III., Wounds Woman and Boy, 
and Kills Himself. 


Galesburg, III., Dee. 24—[Special. }—Au- 
gustus Eisberg, maddened by the refusal of 
his third wife to go with him to Oklahoma., 
shot her, fired three bullets into her son, who 
tried to interfere, then walked thirteen miles 
to the home of his sister and killed himself 
in her presence. 

The tragedy began late last night at Yates 
City and ended near Farmington this morn- 


ing. 

Crowds have surrounded the house at Yates 
City all day, and until the news of the suicide 
came there was talk of lynching.

The woman's 14-year-old son, Jesse, 
sprang between them and was given two 
shots, He fell in the corner.

Report of Ultimatum in Ber- 
lin Characterized Only as 
Being Premature.

SITUATION A SERIOUS ONE. 


BERLIN, Dee. 24.—The announcement 
that Germany had sent an ultimatum to 
Venezuela has been conspicuously printed 
in the press here. Those newspapers. 
maintaining the closest relations with the 
government affirm that this news is prema- 
ture. While an ultimatum has not yet been 
delivered to Venezuela, they say, thie step 
will goon be taken unless Venezuela yields 
to what are deemed the reasonable de- 
mands of Germany. 

The leading ultramontane organ, the 
Cologne Volks Zeitung, in an extensive 
article on Germany's attitude toward the 
Monroe doctrine, asserts that the assur- 
ances of Dr. von Holleben, the German 
Ambassador to the United States, with re- 
gard to the Venezuelan matter, indicaie 
Germany’s recognition of the Monroe doe- 
trige in & more absolute manner than has 
heretofore been done.

Thoreau, Lowell, Bmerson, Hawthorne, and 
the elder Channifig now teem farther away 
from us It was the elder Channing after 
whom William Ellery Channing was named. 
tt Ma not fall to his lot, however, to emu- 
ate his uncle in preaching sermons and 
making addresses. The elder Channing had 
struck boldly at New England Calvinism and 
at Southern slave-holding. The younger 
Channing livéd, wrote, and spoke more se- 
renely. He was a literary man rather than a 
seformer. None the less he carried into liter- 
ature the same strength and stanchness that 
his uncle had shown In a somewhat different 
career. There is nothing Channing wrote of 
which either he or his fellow-countrymen 
could be ashamed, His writings are of a 
piece with his own stalwart New England 
character. His death will be universally 


regretted.

It is moticeable also that this dispensing 
of gifts has not been confined to individuals. 
Corporations, large and small, have hand- 
somely remembered their employes in divers 
kindly ways. 

This unusual display of good will toward 
men is not altogether because of the un- 
usual era of prosperity, though that facili- 
tates its expression, but because the Christ- 
Was spirit in the sense of peace and gdvd 

will never was more general or earnest 


than it ie in ties new century. Many other 


holidays are showing signs of decadence 
or of departure from their usual purpose, 
but Christmas more than holds its own in 
spite of pessimists and Scrooges, and this 
is, as we have said, because the spirit 
of its message is the spirit which is more 
and more animating the world and infiu- 
encing men and nations in their relations to 
each other. The Christmas spirit has trans- 
ended the limits of the home. Never before 
have the nations come-so closely together. 


Never have they been so ready to avoid hos- 


tility and settle dificultiés by arbitration. 


Never before have capital and labor striven 
so earnestly to come to a common under- 


standing, establish amicable relations, and 
end the old-time bitter conflict between 
them: Never before have the great corpora- 
tions manifested so many evidences of their 
good will toward their employé. Never 
before have so many of those empleyés been 
admitted to a share ia the profits. 

All this goes to show that good will 
toward men,” if not peace on earth,” is 
continually increasing. It may not be pos- 
sible absolutely to eradicate war until the 
millennium, but with the increase of good 
will the war spirit will decrease. The out- 
look of the twentieth century Christmas is 
thus. more hopefal than that of Christmas 
ot the preceding century, for the home, 
for the country, and for the world. 

It is still “more blessed to give than to 
receive.” It is doubtful whether there will 


be a home in this great city today, however 


poor it may be, which will not be enriched 
somewhat by the spirit of Christmas and 
the increase of “good will toward men.” 
It is not so bad a world, after all, as some 


informed President Roosevelt that for rea- 
sons which seem imperative to him he can- 
not accept the position of Secretary of the 


Christmas greetings of good will, and in 
these Tun Trispune most heartily joins. 


GOVERNOR SHAW OF IOWA, 
Governor Crane of Massachusetts has 


Treasury. Thereupon, passing from the 
East to the West, the President has offered 
this important office to Governor Shaw of 
lowa. This will be a splendid appointment 
if it shall be made. 

What Governor Shaw's answer will be 
to this flatgering offer is uncertain as yet. 
The probabilities are that it will be in the 
affirmative. It it is the people generally 
and the business-men in particular will be 
much pleased. There can be no doubt dn 
that point. There is nothing in the record 
of Governor Shaw to create alarm or to pro- 
voke unfriendiy criticism. That record 
gives assurauce that he will be an able and 
conscientious administrator of the affairs 


20 | of a great governmental department. 


Governor Shaw's profession is the law, 
but at one time in his life he was a country 
banker. This fact will disturb the peace 
of mind of no one, He is and always has 
been far removed from the influences of 
Wal street. The ditisens of lowa, who 
know him best and whe have no special af- 
fection for Wall street, will bear willing 
testimony to that. : 
James G. Blaine said once that so long as 
the financial center of the country was in 
New York the Secretary of the Treasury 
ought to come from the West of the Alle- 
ghany Mountains, so that it could not be 
charged that Wall street was powerful in 
the department. Since Mr. Blaine said 
that, other interests have sprung up which 
it is desirable a Secretary of the Treastry 
should not be allied with. This is the day 
of great ind i combinations, Govern- 
ot Shaw is as free from trust alliances and 
entanglements as he is from association 
with great financial institutions. He will, 
if he shall become Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, be the représentative of the whole 
people and not of any especial monetary or 
industrial interest. 
The financial men of this country are 
not on intimate terms with Governor Shaw, 
but they know him as the courageous, bril- 
liant, and powerful advocate of sound 
money. So conspicuous were his services 
in that direction that he won a national 
reputation. The speeches and addresses 
which he has delivered on monetary ques- 
tions during the last five years have at- 
tracted attention and commanded admira- 
tion. His selection in 1808 as the chair- 
man of the Indianapolis monetary confer-- 
ence was a well-earned compliment. Gov- 
ernor Shaw is a student of financial] ques- 
tions and from this point of view is as well 
fitted for the Secretaryship as he is from 
the point of view of trained éxecutive ca- 
pacity. 
When Governor Shaw's second term shail 
expire next month he will have had four 
years’ experience as ah executive officer. 
He will have had more experience than Gov- 
ernor Grane has had. It he shall go into 
the Treasury department he will enter it 
knowing how to deal with business matters 
and also knowing how to deal with men: 
He is clear-headed and tactful, and he 
ought to embrace this opportunity which is 
held out to him to add in the Treasury de- 
partment to the high reputation be has 
achieved as Governor of his State. 
The country needs him in that place, and 
calls upon him imperatively to accept the 
appointment. He cannot afford to refuse an 
offer of this nature. It is a public demand 
upon him as a patriotic citisen to make any 
pérsonal sacrifice within reason for the com- 
mon good, 

THE RECENT HISTORICAL ROMANCE. 
The enormous sale of recent historical 
romances suggests a certain wonder as te 
why they are popular. In merit they are 
much below the realistic writing which is 
being produced. Indeed, it almost seems as 
if an author who does adequate work in 
the novel falls below his own standard 
when he tries romance. This is true, for 
instance, of Mr. Paul Leicester Ford. Even 
granting its defects, “The Rise of Péter 
Stitling” is a work of much more power 
than “Janice Meredith.” The same can 
be said of Mr. Thomas Nelson Page's 
“Maree Ohan, and Other Stories, and 
“Red Rock”; or of Mies Wilkins“ Made- 
jon” and “The Portion of Labor.’ The 


other writers. 

The almost unfailing mediocrity of the 
historical romances is probably due to the 
fact that both in plot and in character they 
present wornmcut material. The Ideal 
romance is one that shall have not only the 
chief characteristic of a romance, that is, 
a striking and well-sustained plot, but also 
the chief characteristic of a novel, that is, 
distinct, well-discriminated, and, if possible, 
developing characters. It is a question 
whether any recent writer of romance ex-. 
cept Stevenson has realized successfully the 
two qualifications, “The Master of Bal- 
lantrae is an example of a romance where 
the plot, if perhaps injured towards the close 
by a melodramatic situation, is well con- 
structed, and where the main characters are 
distinct creations. Oertainly in the late 
historical romances, American and Eng- 
lish, the characters introduced are people 
‘with Whom we have long been familiar, 
and whom, with a little weariness, we recog- 
nize in spite of their new names and new 
clothes. And not only are the people old 
acquaintances but they are put in old situa- 
tions, We are only too familiar with the 
Auel, with the fight of the one against the 
many, With the scorn and then the love of 
the high-boro lady for her humble suitor, 
jwith the other lady whe must be sacri- 
diced to prove the universal charms of the 
hero, with the second loter of the beroine, 


parently to die in their masters’ service, 
and with various other machinery, some 
necessary but all old, which makes up the 
component parts of the modern | 
romance. 

It la by no means easy to account for the 
favor with which the historical novel is 
received. It hae been suggested by Mr. 
Howells that our recent wars may be re- 
eponsible for the circumstance. Possibly 
the reason may be found in the fact that 
‘we seem to be launched into a new romaatic¢ 
movement in literature, which, because it 
is young, is still uncontrolied and expresses 
itself in exaggeration and excess. Such 
was certainly the case in the romantic 
movement of the last part of the cighteeneh 
and the first part of the nineteenth cen- 
turies. It began, imperceptibly almost, 
with the poetry of Thomson and Ramsay. 
Then, taking a sudden bound, it reacted 
childishly against the dry, practical, un- 
sentimental age of Samuel Johnson, in such 
grotesque Hterary productions as the 
Gothic romances of Walpole and Mrs. Rad- 
ente and Lewis, full of sentimental melan- 
choly and weird horrors. Then the sober- 
ing pfocess came, in the train of which

FOR TRANSPORTATION DEPARTMENT. 

An ever dozen of measures relating to 
the traction question were introduced into 
the Council on Monday evening. One of 
them, which was referred to the Local 
Transportation committee, deserves con- 
sideration. It provides for the estabiish- 
ment of a new. department in the city gov- 
ernment, to be known as the Department 
of Local Transportation, to be under the 
charge of a “local transportation ex- 
pert to be appointed by the Mayor and 
confirmed by the Council. 

The prescribed duties ‘of this official are 
to investigate and take due action upon 
all complaints respecting local transit, and 
“to investigate and keep himself and the 
Committee on Local Transportation in- 
formed as to the kind, quality, and sut- 
in the 
city and “as to the needs for improvement 
of service and the best means of bringing ” 
this about. He is also commissioned to 
enforce all ordinances . . relating to 
local transportation and to “ employ such 
clerical and engineering or other expert as- 
sistants as the City Council may authorize.” 


| Broadly speaking, his function would be 


to codperate with the Local Transportatioa 
committee to promote and direct the pro- 
gressive development.of the local trans- 
portation agencies of the city.” } 
Obviously this is an important proposal. 
The city bas long suffered from the lack of

portation progress elsewhere, and actively 
promote such progress locally.

CAPITAL STOCK ASSESSMENTS. 

It has been the opinion of Tur Tununn 
ever since the Supreme Oourt rendered its 
decision concerning the assessment by the 
State board of the capital stock of certain 
Chicago corporations that these corpora- 
tions were not going to be so seriousiy uf- 
fectéd as many people assumed they would 
be. This paper believed and said that the 
State Board of Bqualization would not be 
harsh in its dealings with these corporations 
and that whatever fears were entertained 
ot “ confiscatory taxation and of the driv- 
ing of capital and corporations from the 
State thereby had no solid foundation.
